, hackney coaches, arles I. issued a 
proclamation setting out that “hack- 
ney coaches are not only a great dis- 
turbance to his majesty, his dearest 
consort, the queen, the nobility and 
others of place and degree in their 
passage ‘hrough the st.eets, but the 
streets themselveg are so pestered and 
the pavements so*broken up that the 
common passage is thereby hindered 
and made dangerous, and the prices 
of hay, provender etc., thereby made 
exceedingly dear. Wherefore we ex- 
pressly command and forbid that no 
hackney coaches or hired carriages be 
used or suffered in London, Westmin- 
ster or the suburbs thereof except 
they be to travel three miles out of 
the same. And also that no person 
shall go in a coach through the said 
Streets except the owner of the coach 
shall constantly Keep up four able 
horses for our service when required.”

value. The market for wood lot tim- 
ber is chiefly for ties, poles firewood, | 
posts, piles, rail., ‘umber and very fre- 
quently in the round for pulg wood, 
acid factories anc box manufacturers, 
while special kinds, such as fine white 
oak, ash, second growth hickory, cher. 
ry, etc., have a ‘arge number of special 
uses, such as in the vehicle indust~y, 
furniture making. ete. It is again 
urged that owners should be particular 
to inquire into their special markets 
both for the different kinds of timber 
and for the most profitable form into 
which given sized trees may be work- 
ed. By taking advantage of this they 
ean very frequently double the price 
received foi their products.—R. Rosen- 
bluth in American Forestry.

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Age of Hens and Pigeons 

There sas been a great development 
of late ye:.rs in the Canadian poultry 
iudustry. Th‘s development has been 
brought about by many factors, chief 
among Which area the untiring and 
highly successful efforts of breedeis; 
the experimeatal work carried on at 
the various poultry plants of the Do- 
minion and = provincial experimental 
farms and agricultural colleges; the 
informativa given out by these insti- 
tutions; the poultry exhibits in which 
the people of Canada are now taking 
a great interest, and, last, but not 
least, the profits of the industry, little 
thought of in the past, but now well 
recognized and appreciated. 

Production is increasing at an ex- 
traordinary rate, while the quality of 
the product shews wonderful im- 
provement. The value of the flock 
depends upor tho proditction of the 
birds selected, but the productiveness 
of any bird decreases after a certain 
age is reacha. It is very important, 
therefore, that the breeder be able to 
tell with some degree of certainty che 
age of fowls which he desires to 
retain or purchass for breeding pur- 
Poses, otherwise he will te exposed to 
the risk of having individuals that are 
past their prime and that do not pay 
for their keep. 

Record books heve been established 
for horses, cattle and many other ani- 
mals, where information pertaining to 
pedigree, age ete., are kept for rofer- 
ence, but it has remained to Victor 
Fortier, assistant Dominion poultry 
husbandman, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa, after much persoxal 
observation end study. to publish a 
method whereby the age of hens can 
be accurately estimated. This infor- 
mation, which is meant especially for 
the breeder and the jndge has been 
published, under the direction of Hon. 
Martin Burrell, in a profusely illus- 
trated bulletin, which is No. 16, Sec- 
ond Series of the Central Experi- 
mental Farm Copies will be mailed 
to those who apply for them to the 
Publications Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa.

advisable for every farmer to 
be on the lookout and ready to 
combat it if it comes his way,

The army worm is about one 
jund one-half inches Jong when 
full grown, and is striped with 
black, yellow and green, of a 
dingy appearance and much re- 
sembling theeut-worm. When 
detected, all efforts should be 
centered on keeping the we rm 
out of crops net yet at 
A deep furrow (several furrows 
are better) ploughed around 
the fields with the vertical or 
steep side of the furrow next 
tothe crop to be protected, 
serves asa barrier to prevent 
the march of the worms, as 
they will not be able to crawl 
up the straight side of the fur- 
row. Holes or pits should be 
dug in the bottom of the fur- 
row every ten or twelve feet to 
catch the worms as they crawl 
along looking for a place to get 
out, They can then be destroy- 
ed with a blunt stick or by 
burning straw over them.

It will no doubt be a matter 
of surprise to many to learn 
that Canada possesses a heather 
of her own. This plant is not, 
as it has sometinies been called, 
a “poor relation” of the Seotch 
heather, but has a family con- 
nection and standing of it’s own 
well recognized by botanists, 
and is nearly allied to the 
Heath: of the British Isles. The 
booklet gives an interesting ac- 
count of the locality — from 
which the souvenir was yather- 
ed, Simpson pass, about thirty 
miles south of Banff, and of 
some of the legends and stories 
connected with the heather in 
other lands, Its main purpose, 
however, is to call the attention 
of Canndians to the National 
Parks of the Dominion, not 
only to the attractions they 
offer to those who are able to 
visit them, but to their 
value in the national lite.

It would appear therefore, that 
the creation of national parks, 
which are one of the best means 
of attracting and providing for 
tourist travel, may well be con- 
sidered as it is now being con- 
sidered in the United States, as 
x “solid business proposition.” 

It ison other grounds than 
the commercial, however, that 
the parks lay claim to recogni- 
tion, Chief of these is an aid 
to producing efficient citizens. 
These great natural reserves 
ure reservoirs of vitality for 
the race. Asan antidote to the 
ills of over-civilization and the 
}complex life of modern cities, 
they offer the opportunity for 
life in the wilderness and the 
best sort of re-creation where 
fresh air, sunshine and beauti- 
ful natural scenery are com- 
bined. The problem of the 
preservation of the vitality of 
the race is admitted by all con- 
servationists tuday, to be the 
first of all conservation pro- 
blems, and this value of parks, 
playgrounds and recreation in 
this respect is each year being 
given a larger place. 

The educational and patriotic 
influence of the parks is also 
touched upon us well as the 
work which the Dominion 
Parks Branch is dving in the 
preseryation of native wild 
life in connection with the buf- 
tulo, elk, antelope, ete, as well 
as bird lite.

W BLACK OX FARMING 


WESTERN CANADA HAS NOW 
TAKEN UP COMPARATIVELY 
5 NEW \NDUSTRY 


_ Ten Companiee With a Combined Capl- 


Are Now Operating in tre Province 
of Alberta—Protection For Breed- 
ers. 


Mile by mile thin lines of steel are 
ereeping rapidly northward from 
Edmonton into the great hinterlaad 
@f Alberta. Civilization is making its 
way into flelds long the home of the 
Indian and the trapper. Not  con- 
tert with this the men of civilization 
are offering opposition to the Indian 
aud the trapper. Fur farms, upon 
which live black and silver grey foxes 
are carefully raised and nurtured in 
g@urroundings made ag much like the 
wild as possible, are now being 
started eatensively throughout the 
province. 

The black fox is probably the most 
valuable fur bearing animal in exis- 
tence today, and its comparative 
rarity, coupled with the uncertainty 
in the supply of skins as taken by 
the Indians and trappers each year, 
has turned the attention of fur men 
_ throughout the western provinces to 
the possibilities that lie in the rais- 
ing of these animals in captivity. 

Although this business of ratsing 
black foxes, is by no means new, 
having been carried on in Prince Ed- 
ward Island for some twenty years, it 
was not until recently that men in 
the western provinces became alive to 
Fon profits that exist in this indus- 


The influx of a large number 2f 
buyers from Eastern Canada, and the 
United States during the seasons of 
1912 and 1913, however, started a 
boom. The great number of live 
foxes brought down from the north 
during that time, and the huge sums 
paid in many cases for these animals 
when delivered to Athabasca Landing, 
and Edmonton, instantly brought the 
business wide publicity. 

The boom reachec its height dur- 
ine the spring and summer of 1913. 
During the months from March to 
Bentember of last year, over half a 
million dollars was invested in fox 
puppies, and grown animals of the 
Ddlack and silver grey varieties. Most 
of this was spent by buyers from 
Eastern Canada, although William 
H. Kane, representing the fox farm 
ef that name at Ogden, Pennsylvauia 
took out animals to the value of 
$227 000. 

Following the wide publicity given 
the various big deals, business men, 
@s well as fur buyers and traders, in 
Northern Alberta turned their atten- 
tions to the business, and fox farming 
%# now stepping into the ranks as a 
very important industry. 

Ten companies, with a combined 
capital appreaching a million dol- 
lars. are now operating in the prov- 
fmce. Ranches have been started in 
several districts in North and Cen- 
tral Alberta where conditions are 
raid to be ideal for the rearing of 
these expensive little animals. 

The enormous export of live black 
foxes durin; the pest two years did 
mot, however, eo unwatched by the 
government. During the winter sit- 
tine of the prov.ncial house of Al- 
berta a bill was passed prohibiting 
the taking of the animals from April 
to November. As_ the puppies are 
whelned at the lattes end of April, 
@nd during the month of May, this 

w gives them sufficient time to 
grow large enough to avoid the dig- 

= out process, which, in the last 
© years. has been so successfuily 
Fesorted to by truppers. 

Permits must be now secured from 
fhe office of the vro-incial game 
Warden by people desiring to take 
@oxes during the close season. 

It is now also illegal for any per- 
@on to export live foxes beyond the 

mdary of the province without 
®rst obtaining a permit. The cost of 
@ permit in respect to animals raised 
en fur farms in the province is $15, 
and in the case of animals not rear- 
ed on the farms 310f for every hack 
@r silver fox exported. and $15 for 
@ny other species of the fox family.

GRAND RAPIDS RESERVATION

Practical Conservation by tho Wate: 
Powers Branch 4 
The minister of the interior has 
authorized the reservation of all the 
available Dominion lands contiguous 
to the Grand Rapids of the Saskatche- 
wan river, in province of Mani- 
toba, until such time as the superin- 
tendent of the Dominion water power 
branch is able to make a definite 
statement respecting the lands actual- 
ly required for power purposes~at this 
point. During the summer of 1913 an 
extensive topographical survey of 
this important power site was made 
by the Dominion water power branch, 
to enable the ongineers of the govern- 
ment interested in power and naviga- 
tion to design a scheme of power de- 
velopment which would realize the 
best use of the power resources of the 
river without any impairment of fut 
ure navigaticn. The, hydrographic in-

In any event, the 
action of the engineers of the Domin- 
jon water power branch in having a 
thorough survey made and in arrang- 
ing for reservation of the Dominion 
land required for power shows that 
conservation is being carried out in 
practice as well as in theory. 


Barbers Come High In Canada 

The barber shops of Canada and the 
United States are said to be as fine as 
any in the world and to charge the 
highest prices. Comparatively few 
cities of Europe use high revolving 
chairs and many of these run their 
barber shops in connection with mea’s 
furnishing stcres. 

In most European cities a hair cut 
and a shampoo costs six cents, and 
in parts of Londor a shave costs four 
cents. In some Italian cities one cent 
is charged for a shave and two certs 
for a hair cut, and in Turkey barbers 
take their entire pay in tips. 

Many German barbers make wigs 
and switches while waiting for cus- 
tomers and many French barbers 
do ladies’ hair dressing. Austrian bar- 
bers are compelled to serve apprentice- 
ships for four years, on pay beginning 
at 41 cents a week and ending at $1.02 
a week, before they can own their 
shops. 

Syrian barbers seat their custom- 
ers in straight backed chairs before 
tiny wall mirrors, and fix queer 
shaped pans «bout their throats. 
Then they rub or with their fingers 
lather made from cheap soap. 

In India your barber cails at your 
house and shaves you every morning 
for $2 a month. 

In China the barbers carry stools, 
smail tubs, razors and scissors abcut 
the streets, stopping on the side- 
walks to perform their -work, just as 
scissors grinders do in America.

WILL MAKE TRIP 
TEST ARCTIC RATIONS 


SIR ERNEST SHACKLETON GOES 
TO NORWAY GLACIERS TO 
TRY OUT PLANS 


A Preliminary Trial Expedition to be 
Made to Norway to Test Rations and 
Equipment Before Leaving For the 
Antarctic Cont'nent. 

With the thoroughness which has 
always characterized his work, Sir 
Ernest Shackleton is about to make a 
preliminary trial expedition under Are- 
tic conditions in the glaciers of Nor- 
way. This will b- for the special pur- 
pose of testing the rations for his trip 
across the Antarctic continent, which 
he hopes to make in four and a half 
months’ time. 

No party. ever started out, without 
having food depots, to make such a 
distance as that in a straight line, but 
Sir Ernest and his men have made 
special ‘preparations for the attempt. 
They have, with the aid of the Royal 
Army Medical coips, evolved the “per- 
fect ration.” It will average only 
thirty-five ounces daily, as compared 
with the three pounds or more con- 
sumed by the average man, but it is 
believed it represents the highest nu- 
tritive value for polar travel. 

Sir Ernest will be accompanied by 
five members of his staff when he goes 
to Norway to conduct experiments 
with these rations and also test his 
tents and motor sleds. 

The party will don polar kit and 
travel among the glaciers. While the 
cold will not be as inteuse as in the 
polar regions, the country will furnish 
the same sort of sudden blizzards as 
are experienced in the Antarctic. The 
party will test the effect and potency 
of the rations in most detailed fashion. 

Shackleton’s new ship, the Endur- 
ance, has been almost completely fit- 
ted in Norway and will arrive at the 
London docks ths month. It is eighteen 
feet longer than his last ship, Nimrod. 
It is a beautiful specimen of wooden 
shipbuilding, and probably the last of 
its class that will be constructed. Its 
whole kee! is made of solid oak five 
and a half feet thick, and its sides are 
two feet thick. It belongs to the bark- 
entine class, has the latest triple ex- 
pansion engines and will steam ten 
knots an hour. It is fitted to con- 
sume both oil and coal. When in the 
ice oil will be substituted for “toal, 
which will mean economy if it is de- 
layed in the pack, as -he boilers can 
be kept warm and full heat generated 
quickly. When the oil has been used 
the tanks will be filled with water bal- 
last.

Cocos Island, Which Meets With 
Failure—Otherc Are Anxious to 
Take up the Quest 
Maurice Bugene Gilmore, former 

head of the department of sanitation of 

the city of Panama, and’ at present 
manager of a large subdivision on the 
outskirts of that city, says that while 
nearly the whole world is now awake 
to the fact that fortunes may be made 
in Panama by good, hard work, there 
are still a lot of fortune-hunters who 
expect to get their money by a much 
easier route. A short time ago the 
latest expedit‘on in search of the pir- 
ates’ treasure on Cocos Island return- 
ed to Panama confessing its failure. 

A few thousand dollars more in money
